WHERE TIIE CLKHBNCY HAS GONE. 

Philadelphia Pmt.— The savings banks 
will probably be found to have done 
ipiite as much to make currency scarce 
as. any other agency. A year ago the 
savings bauks iu this country had 
II, 733,329.018 of deposits, but they kept 
less than 2 per cent, of this in cash, 01 
only «88.208.271, and about 5 per cent., 
or *8l,57B,353, was deposited in banks. 
Iu Ml about 7 per cent, of their deposit! 
was within call. New York banks, 
which have about one third of the savings 
deposits in the country, in 1890 had only 
1 per cent, of their deposits, or *<i,5fjo\16! 
in the shape of cash. All savings bank 
have, we doubt not, prudently added I 
their cash balauces iu the past sixty day 
and ns their aggregate deposits double 
the National dubt, and are as iarge as 
the #1,506,151,001 of cut.ency in circula- 
tion June 1st, It would not take much 
call from them to account for all tbc 
locking up of currency.
